The necarest other structure is a’
partially revetted building which is located 190 .
feet from the northernmost arch-roofed building.
The long axis’ of cach arch-roofed building is
aligned toward the entrance of the site. A loop
road cncircles both arch-roofed buildings and
provides them with a drive-through capability.,

main entrance is at the north end of the build-
ings. On the same photography. the clearing of
snow from the service road also,revéaled the pres-
